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ON THE TEACHING OF SPELLING 

The teaching of spelling is concerned with both vocabulary Introduction 
and method. The words to be taught must be those which meet 
actual needs, and the method must be such that the spelling will 
be made automatic. 

The vocabulary of this book is based upon the lists published 
by various scientific investigators in recent years, supplemented 
by lists from other reliable sources. An earnest effort has been 
made to include all words which belong to the writing vocabu- 
lary of the average person, and to exclude all words which are 
rarely used, or which are so comparatively simple that they 
no longer present any spelling difficulty when they come into 
use. 

But a mere word list, no matter how well selected, is not a . 
spelling textbook. It is the function of a textbook not only to 
provide suitable subject matter, but also to direct the pupiPs ac- 
tivities upon this matter in such a way that he will master it with 
the greatest possible economy of time and effort. It is in this 
sense that the New -World Speller is a textbook, combining a 
thoroughly reliable vocabulary with methods of study which 
result in actual power to spell. 

Learning to spell involves the formation of certain habits of Formation 
mind. The most important is the habit of observing correctly J*v?*^^'*^ 
the printed form of words'. Next in importance, and often associ- 
ated with this habit, is that of hearing words correctly. Nearly 
all mistakes in spelling result from the failure of children 
in these respects. The lessons in the New-World Speller 
have been planned to aid pupils in the formation of habits of 
observation. 

Effective work in spelling, as in all school subjects, depends 
on attention. Forced attention may accomplish something, but 
what is done with interest leaves the more lasting impression.

The lessons, therefore, introduce great variety into the necessary 
drill in order to make it attractive to the children. 

Each year's work begins with a page of directions for study. 
These are addressed to the pupil, and form a vital part of the 
book. They should be read and applied. In addition to these 
general directions, nearly every lesson contains special sugges- 
tions for mastering individual words. The 'general and the 
special directions together are intended to stimulate and de- 
velop the self-activity of the pupils, and will gradually train 
them to attack a lesson without hesitation and learn it in the 
most economical way. 

The power to grapple with a lesson independently, however, 
is not instantly acquired, no matter how clear the directions for 
study. The teacher must be relied upon to devote a part of 
the recitation period to directing the forces of her pupils, until 
habits of study have become established. 

Teach the children how to study and train them to use all 
the helps provided in the book. They must learn to select from 
each lesson the words which they are sure they can spell and to 
give all their time and attention to the others ; they must learn 
to sift the easy from the more difficult words and to give each 
group its due amount of time and attention ; they must learn 
how to get the meaning and use of unfamiliar words ; they must 
learn to clinch knowledge by repetition. 

The greatest possible variety in presentation and drill should 
be introduced. The lessons may sometimes be studied by look- 
ing at the words, then closing the eyes and trying to see the 
words with the mind's eye ; sometimes by writing them on 
paper or on the blackboard ; sometimes by spelling them aloud. 
Attention should be directed to the difficult combinations of 
letters by underlining them, by writing them with crayon or 
pencil of a different color, by repeating them orally many times 
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To the Teacher 

in succession, by comparing them with other words which have 
the same combinations. Any device that will fix the attention 
upon the letters which make the word difficult will be of the 
greatest assistance. 

The method of learning new words by spelling them aloud 
should be carried on in school only when teacher and pupils 
are studying together. The results of a few minutes taken from 
the recitation period for the purpose of spelling aloud the hard 
words of the next day's lesson will repay the outlay of time a 
himdredfold. This preliminary drill may be gradually discon- 
tinued as the pupils grow more independent, and as habits of 
study become firmly established. As here used, the term " habits 
of study " implies power to study both promptly and effectively. 

A child does not know how to spell a word until he can do Review 
it automatically, both orally and in writing. To develop this "*^^^ 
power, review constantly. Each day the lessons of the pre- 
ceding two or three days should be quickly but thoroughly 
reviewed; words of special difficulty should be followed up 
until they are thoroughly learned; and the many regular and 
special reviews should by no means be omittedl Here, again, 
variety is of the greatest importance. Each pupil may be re- 
quired to keep a blank book in which he enters from day to 
day the words which he has misspelled. Frequent reviews of 
such words will correct individual errors. 

The lists of local words compiled by teacher and pupils to- Special « 
gether should also be copied into the spelling notebook in order ^®"*®''® 
that they may be constantly reviewed. These words are of 
great importance, but since they differ for each locality, it is 
obviously impracticable to include them in a textbook which is 
to be used in many parts of the country. Special lessons are 
devoted to the local lists, and these may be supplemented by 
other similar lessons. 
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The grouping of homonyms introduces a difficulty where none 
exists. It is a mere incident that there and their are pronounced 
alike. They are spelled differently and have entirely different 
meanings, and if each is repeatedly used in its proper relation 
to other words, the child remains imconscious of the similarity 
of J)ronunciation, and consequently no confusion arises. The 
same is true of all other homonyms. In the higher grammar 
grades, when the words have been fixed, no harm can result from 
associating them in a drill exercise. 

Though the spelling of many English words is absurd, as, for 
instance, eighty trough^ reign, bureau^ once^ these are much less 
troublesome than common verb forms and words cdntaining a 
sound expressed by several different vowels or combinations of 
vowels. Feed, read, shield, machine, receive, here, are illustrations. 
Nothing but frequent oral spelling and still more frequent writ- 
ing of these words in sentences or phrases will fix them in the 
child's mind. If the word is important, clinch it ; if it is not 
important, do not teach it at all. 

The sentences and phrases are intended for dictation. The 
phrases afford an economical method of giving a large amount 
of drill on writing related words without taking time for com- 
plete sentences. Incidentally the children learn to discriminate 
between groups of words which express complete thoughts and 
those which do not. It is a good plan to read the sentence or 
phrase distinctly once, and then have the pupils repeat it before 
writing. Insist that they write without hesitation. This involves 
a thorough study of the lesson. 

Learning to see the syllables of which a word is composed is 
one of the most important steps in learning to spell. Pupils 
must ultimately learn to see the syllables in undivided words. 
As an aid to this end, the words in this book are usually divided 
when they appear for the first time in the lower grades, while in 
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To the Teacher 

the higher grades syllabication is gradually discontinued. The 
exercises requiring the pupils to compare the simple and derived 
forms of words, to state clearly what changes were made, to 
formulate their own spelling rules, and to copy words and divide 
them into syllables, are all designed to cultivate the observing 
powers, and long use has demonstrated that such exercises 
are effective. 

Have the pupils constantly pronounce distinctly before spell- 
ing by syllables. Since authorities differ, pronunciation may be 
apcepted as a safe guide in a majority of cases. 

Since the purpose of correcting spelling is to fix the right form Correction 
in the child's mind, keep this end constantly in view. In oral ^^^^^ 
spelling, have the child who made the error spell the word cor- 
rectly at once. In correcting written exercises, cross out the 
wrong forms, and insist on their being rewritten correctly, so 
that finally only correctly spelled words shall be before the pupil. 
Many teachers make the mistake of so correcting papers that 
the wrongly spelled words are the more prominent. Train 
pupils to leave a blank space whenever doubtful of a word, and 
to write the word correctly after the papers have been returned 
to them, underlining it for thorough study. 

The dictionary habit is an invaluable one ; its importance Use of the 
cannot be overestimated. This book provides for progressive ^®**®°*n^ 
dictionary work throughout, following a general plan begun in 
the primary grades. 

In the first grade the pupils are taught the letters of the 
alphabet in their order, and hunt words in alphabetically arranged 
lists. This work is continued throughout the second and third 
grades. In the fourth grade exercises are introduced to show 
that the initial letter alone does not determine the place of a 
word in an alphabetical list, and pupils are taught to arrange 
words in true alphabetical order and to insert words into lists 
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already prepared. After this, each grade takes an onward step 
until in the eighth grade the pupils will be able to use a large 
dictionary effectively. To accomplish this end, however, it is 
necessary that the work outlined be carried out as thoroughly as 
is the teaching of spelling. Adequate directions are given in 
all grades. 

In the writing of this book the needs of schools organized on 
the junior high school plan have been kept in view. The vocabu- 
lary has been so arranged that by the end of the sixth year the 
large body of common words has been taught. Practically all 
the words most commonly misspelled have appeared, and the 
child who drops out of school at that point is not handicapped 
by finding that he has been drilled on words which he never has 
occasion to write, and has failed to learn the everyday words 
which he needs. He will, moreover, have gained sufficient 
power, to visualize words to enable him to learn with ease new 
words. The child who enters the higher grades, on the other 
hand, will take with him a well-developed power both to study 
and to learn his spelling lessens promptly and effectively. 

An appendix containing special spelling matter has been in- 
serted at the end of the book. Many words required in connec- 
tion with the various school subjects are more or less technical, 
and the time when they are needed in written work is deter- 
mined by the curriculum of the subject concerned, and not by a 
graded spelling course.. Since curricula differ, these words can 
be more readily located when brought together in one place 
than if scattered throughout the book. Provision for the use 
of this matter is made in special lessons. 

A teacher's manual giving full and explicit directions for 
teaching spelling, interesting historical matter, and a bibliography 
for teachers, is furnished free to all teachers whose classes use 
these books.

To THE Boys and Girls of the Sev- 
enth Grade: Whether you enter the 
junior high school or a regular seventh 
grade this year, you will find that new 
ideas crowd in very rapidly, and you will 
need new words upon which to hang these 
ideas. Your success in the future will de- 
pend to a great extent upon your power 
to express your ideas clearly through your 
spoken and written words. Be sure, there- 
fore, to select the right words, and, when 
you write, to spell them correctly so that 
they may be true symbols of your ideas 
in form as well as in meaning. . 
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How TO Study Spelling Lessons 

In the sixth grade you were taught to learn new words not 
only by making sure of the meaning, finding the blunder spot, 
spelling the word over and over again, and writing it without 
hesitation, but also by trying to get so clear a picture of the 
word in your mind that you could see it with your eyes closed. 

Continue these methods in the seventh grade. Keep a 
monthly record of the ' time you spend in studying a lesson. 
Remember that no time record is to be noted unless the lesson 
is perfect. Aim first at accuracy, and then at a reasonable degree 
of speed. Watch yourself also to see if you are gradually 
reducing the number of words you need to study in review 
lessons. Try to be sure whether you know how to spell a word 
or not. If you feel doubtful, you do not know the word. 

Six new words are included in each lesson ; the rest are review 
words. You will notice that many words are derived forms of 
words you already know. In many of these derived forms the 
simple word undergoes some change before adding a suffix. 
This change in form often locates the blunder spot of the word. 

Keep always in mind the fact that the only purpose in learn- 
ing to spell a word is to be able to use it in written work. You 
cannot use correctly a word whose meaning you do not know, and 
unless you first make sure of the meaning,* it is useless to study 
the spelling. While the words of this book are simple, it is quite 
likely that some of you may not know them all. You know the 
meaning of a word, not when you can give a dictionary definition 
of it, but when you can use it in a clearly expressed sentence. 

Give special attention to the dictionary lessons. In this 
grade get practice in using the large dictionary, but keep your 
small dictionary constantly at hand for instant use.

Do I attack a spelling lesson with a well-laid plan and learn 

it promptly and perfectly ? 
Do I see the syllables in an undivided word ? 
Do I quickly select the " blunder spot " of a word and master 

it once for all ? 
Do I always think of the meaning of the word I am studying.? 
Do I still misspell common words learned long ago ? 
In written lessons in other subjects, do I misspell words that

As you go on in life, you will constantly acquire new interests, and 
these interests will demand an enlarged vocabulary. You will often 
find it necessary to write words you did not learn to spell at school, 
but there will be no textbook or teacher at hand to give you study 
hints. You will be thrown upon your own responsibility, and in order 
that you may have practice in this independent method of study while 
still at school, many helps given in lower grades have now been with- 
drawn. In the following pages you will find few directions for study, 
words are not syllabicated, and the many devices for directing your 
attention to the difficult spot of a word are discontinued. You will 
be required to select your own methods for grappling with the words, 
and if you are ambitious you will welcome the opportunity to put to 
the test your power to learn new words independently and with con- 
stantly increasing ease and speed.

F is a vowel when it has the 
sound of long /, as in tty; short i as in truly; or the sound of 
/ in birdy as in myrtle. All other letters are consonants. 

A prefix is a letter or syllable added to the beginning of a 
word to change its meaning : dis in disobey, 

A suffix is a letter or syllable added to the end of a word to 
change its meaning : meni in government ; ness in happiness. 

Plural of Nouns 

1, Most nouns add s to the singular to form the plural: girl, 
girls. , 

2. Nouns ending with a sound which does not readily unite 
with s add es to form the plural: church, churches; box, 
boxes. 

3 a. Nouns ending in y after a consonant change y to / and add 

es\ lady, ladies; country, countries. 
3 b. If the J is preceded by a vowel, it is not changed : chimney, 

chimneys ; toy, toys. 

4. Some nouns ending inforfe change these letters to ve and 
add s : knife, knives ; gulf, gulfs. There is no reliable rule 
for these plurals. Each must be learned as a distinct word. 

5. Some nouns ending in o add es to form the plural, while 
others add only s : potato, potatoes ; piano, pianos. These 
plurals also must be learned as distinct words. 

Possessives 

Singular nouns and plurals not ending in s add the apos- 
trophe and s to denote possession: boy, boy's; men, men's. 
Plural nouns ending in s add the apostrophe only : teachers'.

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General Rules 

I a. A word ending in silent e usually drops the e before a suffix 
beginning with a vowel : give, giving ; believe, believable. 
Exceptions. After the letters c or gy the final e is retained 
before a suffix beginning with a ox o\ notice, noticeable; 
courage, courageous. 

The e is retained also before i if a different word would 
otherwise be formed : singe, singeing. 
If the e is preceded by o, the e is retained before a suffix 
beginning with a vowel : hoe, hoeing ; shoe, shoeing. 

1 b. Before a suffix beginning with a consonant, the e is usually 

retained : change, changeless ; improve, improvement. 

2 a. A word ending in y after a consonant changes y to i before

3. A word of one syllable ending in a single consonant after 
a single vowel doubles the consonant before adding a suffix:

A word of more than one syllable ending in a single con- 
sonant after a single vowel, and having the accent on the 
last syllable, also doubles the final consonant : begin, be- 
ginning ; occur, occurrence ; refer, referred. 

4 b. If the accent is not on the last syllable, the final consonant 
is not doubled: profit, profiting, profitable; summon, 
summoned.

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SIMPLIFIED SPELLING 

Changes in the spelling of English words have been going 
on ever since the language was written. There was a time 
when dog was spelled doggeyfish was spelled fysshey and many 
other words were spelled in such a way that we now scarcely 
recognize them. Often a word was spelled in several different 
ways by the same author, and each form was considered correct. 

In the course of time many changes were gradually intro- 
duced, and a single form was adopted for most words. The 
adopted form was not always the' simplest form, however, and 
many absurd spellings became established. The English lan- 
guage, more than most others, abounds in confusing spellings, 
and for hundreds of years efforts have occasionally been made 
to simplify these troublesome forms. 

The present movement to simplify spelling was started in 
1875. The following year the Spelling Reform Association 
was organized, and it joined with other associations in recom- 
mending certain changes. In 1898 the National Education 
Association became interested in the movement, and adopted 
for immediate use twelve simpler spellings, as follows : tho for 
though; altho for although; thru for through; thruout for 
throughout; thoro for thorough; thorofare for thoroughfare; 
thoroly for thoroughly ; catalog for catalogue ; decalog for deca- 
logues, pedagog ior pedagogue ; program ior programme; pro- 
log for prologue. These twelve spellings have since been 
adopted by a large number of colleges and normal schools, as 
well as by hundreds of periodicals. 

The Simplified Spelling Board was formed in 1906, includ- 
ing in its membership representatives from the earlier soci- 
eties, and the editors of the Standard, Webster, Century, and

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Oxford English dictionaries, besides noted authors, educators, 
scientists, and language experts. 

The purpose of the movement is to hasten the process of 
change, gradually substituting simpler spellings for our present 
confusing forms. These changes will make it easier to spell 
correctly, will improve pronunciation and make it more uniform, 
will make it easier for foreigners to learn the language, and will 
hasten the spread of English. 

It is the plan of the Simplified Spelling Board to follow defi- 
nite rules, thus frequently disposing of large numbers of words 
together. The general character of the simplifications already 
proposed may be indicated by a few examples, as follows : 

1. Drop final -e when useless or misleading. 

It is useless in such words as carv{e)t curv(e)j tw€lv{t), wo(e)y ^iu{e), 
tru{e)y etc. 

It is misleading at the end of such words as engin(t)y promis{e)y definit{e)y 
etc., because its normal use after a single consonant is to show that the pre- 
ceding vowel is long. Hence it is retained in such words as^«^, wise, polite, 

2. When -ed final is pronounced /, write it simply /. 

When it is pronounced d, write it simply d. As kist, dipt, stepU blest, wishty 
aimdj armd, dimd, raind, etc. But when the e affects the preceding vowel or 
consonant (see Rule 1 above), it must be retained. Bakt for baked will not 
do, or dind for dined, or deduct for deduced. 

When -need final is pronounced nst, spell it so, as advanst, announst, etc. 
3.' In the combination ea, sounded as in head or as in heart, use the letter which is 
sounded and omit the other, as tred, kevy, helth, wether, plesant, hart, harth, etc. 

4. Omit silent b, n, and s, as det, lam, condem. Hand, etc. ; but retain silent final 
'b after a long vowel, as in tomb, comb, etc. 

5. Change/^ to/ when so sounded, as alfabet, fotograf, sulfur, telefone, etc. 

6. In the termination -ence, prefer s to c, as defense, pretense, offense, etc. 

7. For 'Ough substitute o, u, of, or uf, according to the sound, as tho, thru, cof, 
ruf Prefer plow to plough, 

8. Drop -ue after g in catalog, dialog, leag, harang, etc. ; but not where the pre- 
ceding vowel is long, as in vague, intrigue, rogue, etc. Change tongue to 
tung, Milton's way. 

9. When -ice is pronounced like -is in this, spell, it so, as notis, justis, servis, etc. 

10. Omit 'te from ette final, as quartet, coquet, etiquet, omelet, etc. 

11. Substitute e for the digraphs and ligatures c^ a, oe ce, as medieval, fenix, 
cyclopedia, etc.

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The Simplified Spelling Board does not consider it necessary 
that those whose spelling habits are fixed should change if the 
attempt proves burdensome. It is their aim to create so strong 
a sentiment in favor of the change that children will be taught 
the new forms from the outset. 

The following list of one hundred words is given in order 
to show how words look in their new forms. It is interesting to 
notice how few opportunities for wrong spelling can be found, 
and yet many of these words in their usual forms are among 
the most diflScult words in the language.
